Combination 
Does Not 
Always Mean 


Scientific Management. .-, 


Xew York World:' The charge made 


by a. Boston lawyer that the railro.-uls 
are wasting a million dollars a day by 
reason of bad management is practically 
admitted. The best, that any railroad 
nren can say for himself is thai if the 
lawyer can point out a way to remedy 
the evil he can command his own salary. 


TLi.1, of course, is begging The ques- 


tion. What his assertion actually menus 
is that combination and monopoly, havp 
grown too big for efficient management. 
The fallacy underlying the great trans- 
portation systems, and industrial (rusts 
is the claim tha.i monopoly is essential- 
ly economical. On the contrary, it is apt 
to be tin progressive and wasteful. Man- 
agement costs less becnllt-e it is center- 
ed in few bands', but if it is less efficient 
there is no gain. 


Combination has been carried too far 


when personal management becomes im- 
possible. Competition produces capable 
managers and keeps them profitably em- 
ployed. Combination gives one man more 
power thnn he can exercise wisely, and 
pays big salaries to many men who do 
•almost nothing. A business that 
has 


grown too big to be., economically con- 
ducted may not be on tho road to bank- 
ruptcy, but it necessarily becomes un- 
progressive1 and dependent. 
Its details 


arc disposed of ultiron.teJy not by the 
high-priced and phenomenal genius who 
heads the payroll, but by numerous sub- 
ordinates whose average ability may not 
be noteworthy. 


Involved in financial difficulties, such 


an enterprise, if a. railway, will issue 
stock, sell bonds ur try to advance rates. 
If an industrial concern, it will beg gov- 
ernmental favor mid reduce wages. The 
activities of competition are never so 
costly to society as tho sloth and wn.ste 
of monopoly.

be considered or the danger to other

Cer- 
tainly others have better rights than 
have owners of a few feet of ground to 
so encumber this ground as to be a, men- 
ace, a source of injury, a depriving of 
light, air and'general comfort.

BOY" 


Recognized as the Best Chief of i Met- 


ropolitan Fire Apartment in the Coun- 
try—Possessed Wonderful Executive 
Ability—Was Five Tim-is Commended 


for Saving Lives at Personal Risk. 


CHICAGO, Dee.

James Horan, who was killed in the Mor- 
ris & Co. fire, took charge of the fire de- 
partment July 10, 1006,'and succeeded 
John Campion. He v«s the choice of 
the fire underwriters of Chicago for the 
position and his appointment met with 
universal favor. 


Marshal Horan ioined thc ranks of the 


fire department in December, 1891; Since 
that time his faithfulness.to the depart- 
ment and his bravery have merited him 
every rnnk in the service from pipeman 
to marshal. He was appointed a battal- 
ion chief in 1803 under Denis Sweme. 
Ten years of service in this position was 
rewarded in August. 1903, by his ap- 
pointment as third assistant marshal.

BOLTOX, Kng., 'Dec. 21.— An 
explo- 


sion followed by fire a-nd causing many 
fatalities occurred in the Little Holton 
col-licry of the Holtoji Colliery company 
this morning soon after 290 miners hod 
gone below the surface to 
begin 
the 


day's work. 


The cause and extent -of the- disaster 


was in doubt for several hours. 
Thc 


first .rescuing party to' reach the -scene 
succeeding in bringing seven men and a 
boy ' to ' safety flJid later recovered the 
bodies of five victims. 


At the -moment 
of ' the 
explosion, 


flames spread through the affected pas- 
sage and smoke and poisonous ga» filled 
tho mine. 


Thc plight of the miners was render- 


ed more dangerous by a mishap to the 
machinery of 
teh 
shafts, where 
the 


cages refused to move for a. time, pre- 
venting a quick escape and interfering 
with the ventilation; 
The- . rising gaaea 


were checked by obstructions and driv- 
en back upon the entombed men. Mean- 
time tho fire -raged fiercely and it is 
supposed that many who were not kill- 
ed by noxious fumes were burned to 
death. 


Wives and Children Gather. 


Thc 'rescuers were unable to go di- 


rsct to thc spot -where the miners wcro 
entombed ftnd there was some delay 
while they sought access to the 
place 


through adjoining leads. Word of thc ac- 
cident was cajried t'o 'the homes of the 
'miners and presently thousands of per-' 


surrounded the mouth of thc col- 


liery. 
As always on the occasion of 


such disasters the anxious • throng in- 
cluding half crazed wives and thc chil- 
dren and the pitiable- Rcenes familiar to 
to coal mining districts, were enacted. 


The work of re«cuc continued bravely 


anmid discouraging 
conditions. 
The 


rescuers, -wearing helmets for their own 
protection, went boldly into the pit and 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames in 
an area, of 150 feet ra length, but en- 
countered several walls of 
coal 
and 


slack that had 'been loosened from the 
WH.HS by the explosion. At two o'clock 
this afternoon anly eight of the 290 im- 
perilled men had escaped and thc out- 
look for the rescue of others was du- 
bious. At 'that hour 10 bodies had been 
recovered, 


Little Hope of Rescue. 


The fate of some 280 men still en- 


tombed, the exact number cannot be 
known, remained in doubt this evening, 
but those "who !iad been below in an 
effort to reach them 
expressed 
little 


•hope that any ETOM: could be rescued 
alive. 


The ten bodies recovered were discov- 


ered lying close to the mouth of the 
pit. In each case death was due to as- 
phyxiation.

a "joy ride," so to speak. Of course the 
s-ign-a-1 on the machine was tooted to at- 
tract the attention of the populace and 
let them see what we had. 


Almost every section of the city was 


visited in taking the aldermen home. On 
the trip a young man named A. Rohan 
was taken in. With the exception of 
Alderman Driver every alderman had 
been dropped at his home and Mr. Miller 
Alderman Driver and Rohan started for 
the homo of the latter in the south part 
of the city. 


Driver Tells of Accident. 


Alderman Driver tells the rest of the 


story. "We were running around the 
corner at the point of the railway tracks
